The o riginal scheme to turn back the clo ck to 
the lo psided Wagner act haa fizzled o ut perm a­ 
nently. It lo o ks as if the later scheme to enect a 
law agreeable to the unio n bo sses, but sho rt o f the 
o ld Wagner act, also has fizzled. Senato r Taft, 
fighting with the co urage o f hla co nvictio ns, has 
blo cked this kind o f reactio n. He isn’t afraid to 
take his chance« o f winning o r lo sing his cam­ 
paign in 19 50 o n the issue o f an equitable labo r- 
management law versus a lo psided law. He will 
leave the final decisio n to the public—the same 
public which hi« o ppo nents claim will puniSh 
him fo r refusing to be co wed by his labo r unio n 
critic« . 
His o ppo nent« assume that the public is o nly 
e disinterested by-stander and will no t rally to 
Taft« ’ suppo rt. They aasume that the labo r-man 
agement issue 
it a mino rity m atter end will be 
settled by mino rity pressure—their pressure They 
think Senato r Taft haa hurt himself by leeding the 
o ppo sitio n to their claim that labo r unio n« sho uld 
be unto uchable. They claim they can defeat every 
co ngressman who refuses to accept their credo — 
end they claim that in 19 50 they will pro ve this 
by defeating Taft himaelf. It lo o ks as if 19 50 might 
be a very interesting year in po litics.

H Could Kill Someone 
Ano ther ho liday weekend raises the pro spect 
o f unusual danger o n the highways and in all 
places where Americans will be celebrating the 
o ccasio n. 
Natio nal safety co uncil, which haa taken the re­ 
spo nsibility fo r cutting do wn the number o f in­ 
juries and fatalities traceable to avo idable acci­ 
dents, again, is advising Americans to be care­ 
ful. 
No o ne in his right mind deliberately injures 
er kills himself in the accidents which o ccur with 
unusual frequency during ho lidays. But millio ns 
who o rdinarily maintain wide margins o f safety 
gro w careless, 
They fo rget to think abo ut the po ssible co nse­ 
quences o f driving past ano ther auto mo bile o n e 
blind curve; o f o ver-exertio n at a bathing beach; 
to med to do . They fo rget to thing abo ut the po ­ 
o f do ing to excess so mething they ere no t accut- 
tential dangers o f firewo rks handled carelessly. 
There is such a thing as being to o cautio us. 
Casper Milqueto ast is as fo nlixh in his way as 
the fello w who drives 70 miles an ho ur o n a 
public highway. But the Am'erican peo ple are in 
no danger o f being to o cautio us. If they merely 
became as little as 3 per cent mo re cautio us than 
they are—if they o nly realized whet co uld kill 
so meo ne and acted acco rdingly—they wo uld satis­ 
fy the Natio nal Safety co uncil.

Robert F. Wa gner, Politicia n 
A* all acco unts o f Ro bert F. Wagner’s resig- 
netio n fro m the U. S. senate have made clear, 
he was a leading figure in the New Deal. 
Because he was fro m New Yo rk, a pivo ta lstate 
in natio nal electio ns, Franklin D Ro o sevelt gave 
Senato r Wagner the privilege o f intro ducing many 
New Deal bills, including the o ne which became 
the Wagner act. 
Senato r Wagner, during hia career in natio nal 
po litic*, mo ved in the inner circles where grand 
strategy is made. He earned his standing as a 
liberal by espo using what seemed to him to be 
liberal measures. He was co nsistent in all things, 
including his devo tio n to po litical realities—and 
this devo tio n became an o bsessio n which may be 
mo re memo rable than any o f his o ther pro minent 
characteristics. 
It dicatcd a decisio n to hang o n to his place 
in the senate feu mo re than two year* after he was 
unable to attend a sessio n o r to carry o n the duties 
o f the o ffice. The dec isio n was purely po litical- 
e shameless effo rt to gain partisan advantage at 
tha expense o f the state o f New Yo rk 
Perhaps the histo rians will be kind and tell 
po sterity that Ro bert F. Wagner was the go d­ 
father o f tha New Deal. If the histo rians are 
accurate, ho wever, they will have to tell po ster­ 
ity that he was o ne o f the few member o f co ngress 
who refused to give up his jo b when he co uldn’t

Know How To justify A $90,000 Salary? 


By JOE GORDON 
Indians' Second Baseman 
Without a good pivotman a 
double play cannot be made 
Without double plays a club will 
win few close games. 
With a double play in sight— 
men on first and second, or a 
man on first with one or more 
out—you will note the second 
baseman playing closer to the 
bag to give himself more time on 
s bad throw. 
On a perfect throw, my right 
foot tags the base from the rear 
as the ball is being caught. With 
the weight on the right toed, the 
throw to first is made immedi­ 
ately. 
On a throw to ray right, I 
shift to the right of the base, 
with the weight on the right foot. 
I step on the base lightly with 
the left foot, catch the ball and 
throw. 
OtT a throw’ to my left, I step 
across the bag, and to the left 
with the left foot. The right toe 
is dragged across the bag as the j 
ball strikes the glove. This shifts 
the weight to the 
right 
foot, 
leaving me in position to throw', 
A strong point in a second base- j 
man is ability to go far to his 
right in fielding the ball. Can he 
recover and still 
m a k e the 
throw*? 
Slides Along With Ball 
On balls hit deep to their right, 
the best second basemen acquire 
the knack of sliding along with 
the ball despite spiked shoes. This 
saves time, leaves th^n in posi­ 
tion to throw. 
Note that the first step in going 
after a ball is a cross step. This 
eliminates a needless half step, 
saves previous time. 
Note that the legs are well 
spread when an infielder is field­ 
ing a ball, the right foot back, the 
glove right on the ground. The 
bending motion 
is from 
the 
knees, only slightly from the 
waist. 
An accomplished second base­ 
man throws underhand, sidearm 
or overhand, depending on the 
situation. 
When conditions foretell a pos­ 
sible steal, watch the second 
baseman move closer to the base. 
He should take the throw in

front of, or straddling the bag, 
make the tag with the back of 
the gloved hand to the runner. 
This way, and in most cases, the 
man sliding tags himself. 
Except when covering first on 
bunts, the second baseman is al­ 
ways hovering around his own 
sack. If the shortstop covers, he 
backs up the play. 
Strategy calls for advancing 
the baserunner to second base, 
where he is hi a position to score 
on almost any kind of a h it 
So keep your eyes on the plays 
around second base.
